A telegram in the Liverpool Post from Ply-
mouth, March 21, gives the following sccount
of the effects of the receut great storm:—
Accounts continus to be recelved, showing
Friday night’s pale to have been the most
violent and destructive during the last thirty

ents. The Ann Jones, of and from Plymouth
or Oardiflf, went sshore near Tintagel, Cornwall,
and lnstantly broke up. The captain and three
men climbed the preelpitons clitls, and were
gaved, Fourothers were drowned. A schooner,
pame unknown, went ashore on the same spot,
and all the crew perlshed. At Padstow the
Prussinn bark Devilz has been wrecked, aund all
the crew sre supposed to be drowned,

The Ausirisn brig Flaven, from Palmouth for
Gloucester, went asbore nt the same port, The
crew were saved, The Ocean, of Penzance,
